T h e Italian women used 10 bring 


their sick babies into the store and 


want us not alone to sell

medicine the child was in need of, 


but to prescribe for it 
also.

time I assisted at a 
minor surgical 


operation. 
One 
afternoon 
three 
men, under the influence of liquor, 
came into the store. 
One of them 
had a cut running from the base of 
his thumb nearly up 
to kis WMist, 
w’hich required about three stitches. 
The re was another clerk on 
duty 
with me that afternoon. 
W e 
told 
the man he should go to 
a doctor. 
He 
answered: 
‘ Docto r 
for that? 
Nixey. 
W h a t ’s de matter with you 
puttin’ the stitches in yourself?

a h e a d .’ 
W e would not, but he in ­ 
sisted. So we got some black thread
